The  hobby  has  lost  a  dedicated,  selfless  supporter,  and  I  have  lost  a  good  numismatic  friend. 
Diane  Piret  of  ICTA  passed  away  April  15th.  Diane  was  one  of  the  first  people  I  met  when  I 
became  convention  coordinator  of  FUN.  Although  she  had  never  been  a  convention  planner 
and  didn’t  know  the  ins  and  outs  of  my  job,  she  was  a  wealth  of  information  about  most  topics 
of  numismatics,  and  knew  all  the  major  players.  Her  advice  and  counsel  helped  me  tremen¬ 
dously  over  the  last  20+  years.  And,  even  if  you’re  not  aware  of  all  she  did  for  the  hobby,  I’m 
sure  she  did  something  that  you  are  benefiting  from  as  I  write  this.  She  was  a  master  at  un¬ 
derstanding  the  tax  laws  that  pertained  to  numismatics,  and  wholeheartedly  worked  to  change 
them  where  changes  needed  to  be  made  -  and  was  usually  successful.  One  of  my  fondest 
memories  is  visiting  Diane  and  staying  in  her  home  with  another  dear  numismatic  friend  and 
FUN  treasurer,  Polly  Abbott.

I  am  Steve  Martin  and  I  have  been  attending  the  FUN  shows  since  1975.  I  started  col¬ 
lecting  coins  in  1 969  while  living  in  Wiesbaden  Germany.  My  father  was  in  the  Air  Force  and  we 
spent  7  years  in  the  Wiesbaden  area.  Upon  his  retirement  in  1973  we  moved  to  Orlando  FL.  I 
was  able  to  attend  several  FUN  shows  in  the  70’s.  From  1 980  to  1 992  I  was  in  the  Air  Force  as 
an  Intelligence  Officer.  My  tours  of  duty  included:  Kadena  AB  Okinawa,  Osan  AB  Korea, 
Bergstrom  AFB  TX  and  my  final  assignment  was  with  the  Defense  Intelligence  Agency  in  Wash¬ 
ington  DC.  I  am  still  in  the  in  the  Air  Force  Reserves  with  a  scheduled  discharge  date  of  Nov 
2017.  Since  Dec  1992  I  have  been  employed  with  the  Florida  Department  of  Revenue  as  the 
systems  administrator  for  the  General  Tax  Agency  (GTA).  I  am  responsible  to  ensure  the  com¬ 
puters  stay  on  line  for  GTA  Region  2,  which  encompasses  Orlando,  Melbourne,  Daytona,  Lees¬ 
burg  and  Lakeland  offices. 

I  returned  to  attending  the  FUN  shows  in  1995  and  have  been  a  regular  attendee  ever  since.  In 
1996  I  started  volunteering  at  the  public  registration  booth  and  continued  in  this  capacity  until 
2004.  In  2009  a  good  friend  of  mine  (Donna  Moon)  called  and  asked  if  I  would  like  to  return  to 
helping  out  during  the  FUN  shows.  This  opportunity  placed  me  at  the  FUN  Message  Center  for  Jan  2010.  I  love  working 
this  position,  the  job  starts  the  day  before  opening  to  the  public.  On  Wednesday  I  go  through  the  crates  with  Donna  Moon 
and  Tony  looking  for  all  of  the  supplies  for  the  Message  Center  and  the  Kids  Booth.  Wednesday  is  our  setup  day.  Around 
2:00  p.m.,  the  dealers  are  permitted  to  setup  their  tables.  The  message  center  then  becomes  center  focus  of  all  the  prob¬ 
lems  that  can  occur  during  show  setup.  Problems  are  abundant,  dealers  unable  to  find  their  table,  no  power  outlets,  and 
incorrect  number  of  cases  on  tables.  Facility  issues  also  come  up  like  sitting  underneath  a  leaking  A/C  Vent  and  the 
always  too  cold  on  one  side  and  too  hot  on  the  other  side.  The  message  center  is  the  focal  point  of  information  on  what 
is  going  on  during  the  show.  Announcements  are  made  throughout  the  show  directing  our  guest  s  to  our  training  seminars. 
I  also  announce  the  arrival  and  pickup  of  postal  packages  from  Brinks,  UPS  and  FedEx.  The  message  center  operates 
the  lost  and  found  for  the  bourse  floor.  By  the  end  our  shows  I  frequently  have  a  large  collection  of  glasses,  canes,  hats; 
and  I  believe  we  have  one  of  the  more  honest  shows  as  many  lost  coins  come  into  my  possession,  and  yes  cash,  credit 
cards  and  checkbooks  have  also  been  placed  in  my  possession  for  return  to  their  owners.  All  property  of  value  is  recorded 
for  our  records  and  with  reasonable  proof  the  property  is  returned  and  our  records  are  updated.  All  items  that  are  reported 
lost  are  also  recorded  in  hopes  that  when  found  it  can  be  returned  to  the  owner.  At  one  our  shows  a  dealer  reported 
missing  some  Continental  Currency.  He  knew  it  wasn’t  stolen  but  was  missing  and  had  fallen  out  of  the  currency  holder. 
The  happy  ending  of  this  story  was  it  was  found  by  the  evening  Convention  Hall  cleaning  crew  as  they  were  sweeping  the 
aisles.  The  note  was  given  to  the  Message  Center  and  was  re-united  with  its  owner.  The  best  part  of  working  the  message 
center  are  messages  I  make  looking  for  lost  family  members,  especially  when  the  wives  come  to  complain  about  their  lost 
husbands. 

My  current  collecting  interests  are  commeratives  and  ancients.  I  enjoy  the  artistic  beauty  that  is  engraved  into  coins. 
Coins  truly  are  the  history  of  the  world  in  your  hands.  Holding  history  in  your  hands  causes  me  to  wonder  who  held  this 
and  what  was  that  person’s  life  like.  Then  you  look  back  and  realize  that  this  piece  of  metal  in  your  hand  is  not  just 
hundreds  or  thousands  of  years  old  but  is  actually  billions  of  years  in  the  making,  for  all  of  the  gold  and  silver  that  we  hold 
was  actually  created  in  the  core  of  a  supernova  before  our  sun  even  existed.

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They’re  Back  -  the  2014  Rebirth  of  Marshall  Islands  Coinage 
and  its  History  of  Non-Circulating  Coinage  from  1986-1998

After  a  15  year  hiatus,  new  coin  issues  dated  2014  from  the  Marshall  Islands 
made  their  appearance  on  the  world  numismatic  stage.  These  new  non-circulating 
issues  follow  a  pattern  of  non-circulating  coins  that  first  burst  on  the  numismatic 
scene  in  1986,  and  continued  until  1998  when  the  seemingly  endless  stream  of 
Marshall  Islands  non-circulating  coinage  simply  stopped.  And  this  wasn’t  simply 
a  couple  coins  -  indeed,  in  the  41st  edition  of  Krause's  the  Standard  Catalog  of 
World  Coins  1901-2000,  issues  of  the  Marshall  Islands  dated  1986-1998  cover 
roughly  31  pages,  with  many  of  the  issues  simply  described  with  no  accompany¬ 
ing  photograph.  A  complete  type  set  of  issues  struck  1986-1998  consists  of  478 
separate  types.  Considering  that  the  Marshall  Islands  has  no  circulating  coinage 
of  its  own,  but  uses  United  States  currency,  and  has  a  total  population  of  only 
68,480  people,  the  numerous  emissions  of  this  Island  nation  are  quite  impressive. 
Especially  since  its  first  coinage  didn't  make  its  appearance  until  1986.  Equally 
impressive  is  that  by  1 999,  and  until  late  2014,  there  was  no  new  coinage,  the  re¬ 
sult  of  a  controversy  and  major  lawsuit  about  redemption. 

With  the  recent  resurrection  of  Marshall  Islands  non  circulating  coinage,  this  article 
will  provide  a  brief  overview  of  the  coinage  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  and  the  con¬ 
troversy  over  redeemability  that  likely  lead  to  its  disappearance  in  the  contempo¬ 
rary  parade  of  new  coin  issues.  In  order  to  aid  the  reader  in  referencing  these 
issues  to  existing  catalog  schemes,  this  article  will  refer  to  the  Krause  Standard 
Catalog  of  World  Coins  catalog  number. 

The  Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands 

The  Marshall  Islands,  officially  the  Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands  is  an  island  country  located  in  the  northern  "Pacific 
Ocean"  Geographically,  the  country  is  part  of  the  larger  island  group  of  "Micronesia,  spread  out  over  34  low-lying  Coral 
atolls,  comprising  1 ,156  individual  islands.  The  islands  share  maritime  boundaries  with  the  "Federated  States  of  Micronesia" 

Micronesian  colonists  gradually  settled  the  Marshall  Islands  during  the  2nd  millennium  BC.  The  Spanish  explorer  Alonso 
de  Salazar  recorded  sighting  the  atoll  in  August  1526.  Other  expeditions  by  the  Spanish  and  English  ships  followed,  with 
the  islands'  current  name  stemming  from  British  explorer  Captain  John  Marshall  who  visited  the  islands  with  Thomas 
Gilbert  in  1788,  in  route  from  Botany  Bay  to  Canton. 

The  islands  were  recognized  as  part  of  the  Spanish  East  Indies  in  1874,  and  were  sold  to  the  German  Empire  in  1884, 
becoming  part  of  the  "German  New  Guinea"  in  1885.  The  "Empire  of  Japan”  occupied  the  Marshall  Islands  in  World  War 
I.  The  Japanese  headquarters  was  established  at  the  German  center  of  administration,  Jaluit.  In  World  War  II,  the  islands 
were  conquered  by  the  United  States,  in  the  "Gilbert  and  Marshall  Islands  campaign." 

On  January  31 ,  1944,  the  American  armed  forces  took  control  of  the  islands  from  the  Japanese  on  February  3,  1944,  fol¬ 
lowing  intense  fighting  on  Kwajalein  and  Enewetak  atolls.  After  World  War  II,  in  1947,  the  United  States  entered  into  an 
agreement  with  the  United  Nations  Security  Council  to  administer  much  of  Micronesia,  including  the  Marshall  Islands,  as 
the  Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands. 

From  1 946  to  1 958,  it  served  as  the  Pacific  Proving  Grounds  for  the  United  States  and  was  the  site  of  67  nuclear  tests  on 
various  atolls.  The  world's  first  hydrogen  bomb,  code  named  "Mike"  was  tested  at  the  Enewetak  atoll  in  the  Marshall  Islands 
on  November  1 ,  1952. 

On  May  1,  1979,  in  recognition  of  the  evolving  political  status  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  the  United  States  recognized  the 
constitution  of  the  Marshall  Islands  and  the  establishment  of  the  Government  of  the  Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands.  As 
The  "Trust  Territory  of  the  Pacific  Islands."  The  constitution  incorporates  both  American  and  British  constitutional  concepts. 

Politically,  the  Marshall  Islands  is  a  "Presidential  system"  free  association  with  the  United  States,  with  the  U.S.  providing 
defense,  funding  grants,  and  access  to  social  services.  Having  few  natural  resources,  the  islands'  wealth  is  based  on  a 
service  economy.

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The  islands  signed  a  Compact  of  Free  Association  with  the  United  States  in  1 986.  On  October  1 ,  1 986,  the  United  States 
notified  the  United  Nations  that  the  Marshall  Islands  were  to  be  recognized  as  a  separate  nation.  The  Trusteeship  was 
ended  under  United  Nations  Security  Council  Resolution  683  of  December  22,  1990.  Until  1999,  the  islanders  received 
$1 80  Million  for  continued  American  use  of  Kwajalein  atoll,  with  $250  Million  in  compensation  for  nuclear  testing,  and  $600 
Million  in  other  payments  under  the  compact. 


The  majority  of  citizens  of  the  Marshall  Islands  are  of  Marshallese  descent,  with  small  numbers  of  immigrants  from  the 
Philippines  and  other  Pacific  islands.  The  two  official  languages  are  Marshallese  and  English.  Almost  the  entire  population 
of  the  islands  practices  some  religion,  with  three-quarters  of  the  country  either  following  the  United  Church  of  Christ  Con¬ 
gregational  in  the  Marshall  Islands  or  the  Assemblies  of  God. 

Non-Circulating  Coinage 

The  country  uses  the  United  States  dollar  as  its  currency.  There  is  no  circulating  coinage  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  and 
United  States  currency  is  widely  used.  Thus,  entire  coinage  of  the  Marshall  Islands  is  non-circulating  commemorative 
coins.  The  items  of  commemoration  vary  widely,  but  generally  speaking,  the  coinage  is  clearly  more  oriented  to  the  Amer¬ 
ican  general  coin  buying  public  rather  than  the  people  of  the  Marshall  Islands;  with  topics  predominantly  not  related  to  the 
Marshall  Islands  topography,  history,  flora  or  fauna. 

All  coins  issued  for  the  Marshall  Islands  have  a  similar  reverse  design.  The  design  consists  of  the  national  seal  of  the  Mar¬ 
shall  Islands.  The  motto,  "Jepilpilin  Ke  Ejukaan,"  means  "Accomplishment  through  Joint  Effort,"  and  the  design  centers  on 
the  nation's  symbol,  the  stylized  “Angel  of  Peace,”  sometimes  referred  to  as  the  "Spirit  Bird  of  Peace,"  with  outstretched 
wings.  Around  the  Angel,  from  the  top  and  moving  clockwise:  24  point  sun  star  representing  the  21  municipalities  of  the 
Republic.  The  four  longer  rays  represent  the  4  sub-centers  of  Majuro  (the  capital),  Jaluit,  Wotje,  and  Kwajalein  Atolls. 

On  either  side  of  the  star  are  the  rays  which  are  on  the  flag.  Each  ray  is  of  two  colors,  one,  orange  representing  bravery, 
and  the  other,  white  representing  peace.  The  two-colored  rays  also  represent  the  two  chains  of  atolls,  the  Ratak  (Sunrise) 
and  the  Ralik  (Sunset). 

Next  is  a  stylized  fishing  net,  fish  being  the  main  staple  of  the  diet  of  the  Marshallese  people.  After  which  is  a  stylized 
sailing  canoe,  outrigger  type,  sails  on  the  ocean  (this  design  element  covering  the  bottom  1/3  of  the  seal). 

Under  the  stick  chart  is  the  word  "SEAL." 

An  island  with  stylized  palm  trees  (coconut)  is  next.  All  of  the  Marshall  Islands  are  low  lying  atolls. 

Above  the  right  wing  of  the  Angel  is  a  "pounder",  made  out  of  a  giant  clam  shell,  and  treasured  by  every  family  that  owns 
one.  This  pounder  is  used  to  pound  pandanus  leaves,  which  are  used  for  making  mats,  sails,  and,  traditionally,  clothing. 
Around  the  outer  edges  are  the  words  "Republic  of  the  Marshall  Islands"  and  at  the  bottom,  "Jepilpilin  ke  ejukaan."  The 
rim  of  the  seal  is  a  link  chain  representing  that  the  islands  are  all  linked  together,  half  of  the  chain  representing  the  Ralik 
group  and  the  other  half  the  Ratak. 

According  to  Krause's  Standard  Catalog  of  World  Coins:  the  first  coinage  of  the  Marshall  Islands  was  struck  in  1986,  and 
consisted  of  non-circulating  30.15  mm  Half  Dollar  (KM-1)  and  38.75  mm  Dollar  (KM-2)  coins,  struck  as  proofs  in  .999  fine 
silver  and  weighing  one-half  ounce  and  one  ounce  respectfully.  The  two  silver  pieces  where  offered  as  a  set  in  packaging 
very  reminiscent  to  that  offered  by  the  United  States  for  its  commemorative  coinage  program.  10,000  of  each  of  the  silver 
coins  were  minted.  Gold  coins,  consisting  of  a  Twenty  Dollar  (KM-3),  a  Fifty  Dollar  (KM-4)  and  A  Two  Hundred  Dollar  coin, 
designated  as  KM-5,  were  struck  in  .999  fine  gold.  The  coins  weighed  in  one-tenth  ounce,  quarter  ounce  and  one  ounce. 
Krause  reports  mintages  of  5,000  each.  These  first  coins  are  probably  the  closest  one  can  get  to  something  directly  related 
to  the  Marshall  Islands  and  its  history.  The  Half  Dollar  depicts  a  native  Pandanus  fruit  and  the  Dollar  a  Triton  Shell.  Both 
carry  the  inscription  "Compact  of  Free  Association."  Similarly,  the  first  gold  coins  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  from  smallest  de¬ 
nomination  to  largest,  depict  the  following:  Sun  star,  a  coconut  and  a  Stick  Chart  respectfully.  The  gold  coins  also  carry 
the  same  aforementioned  inscription.  In  1986,  the  average  price  of  gold  was  $368.00,  so  the  high  Two  Hundred  Dollar 
face  value  of  the  one  ounce  gold  coin  was  still  substantially  lower  than  the  price  of  the  gold  medal. 
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There  were  no  Marshall  Islands  coins  issued  in  1987,  but  1988  saw  the  beginnings  of  the  perhaps  the  biggest  promotion 
of  Marshall  Islands  coinage.  In  that  year,  Unicover  Corporation,  utilizing  national  general  circulation  periodicals  such  as 
TV  Guide  and  Parade  magazine,  along  with  direct  mailing  solicitations,  offered  a  Five  Dollar  commemorative  coin  featuring 
"America's  Return  to  Space"  with  the  flight  of  the  space  shuttle  Discovery.  The  occasion  undoubtedly  weighed  heavily  on 
the  American  psyche;  the  1988  flight  of  the  Space  Shuttle  Discovery  marked  the  first  flight  of  the  Space  Shuttle  since  the 
tragic  explosion  of  the  Space  Shuttle  Challenger  on  January  28,  1986.  The  1988  flight,  designated  as  STS-26,  ended  a 
32  month  hiatus  of  the  U.S.  manned  space  program,  and  occurred  on  September  29,  1988.  The  flight  was  an  occasion  of 
both  national  pride  and  angst.  These  "Return  to  Space"  coins  were  offered  for  face  value,  with  a  limit  of  five  coins  per  pur¬ 
chaser,  along  with  shipping  and  handling  charge  of  $1 .50  per  coin.  The  long  hiatus  between  the  Challenger  tragedy  and 
the  successful  launch,  in  which  the  public  followed  almost  daily  revelations  of  the  causes  of  the  1986  tragedy,  as  well  as 
the  anticipation  for  the  impending  Discovery  flight,  ensured  not  only  a  highly  watched  shuttle  take  off,  but  a  very  successful 
commemorative  coin  launch  as  well.  Thus  large  numbers  of  these  coins  were  purchased  by  the  general  public.  The  vast 
majority  of  who,  presumably,  had  never  heard  of  the  Marshall  Islands. 

The  market  success  of  the  1988  Discovery  Five  Dollar  commemorative,  lead  to  another  space  themed  commemorative, 
this  one  marketed  in  a  similar  fashion  as  the  1988  issue.  The  1989  Five  Dollar  issue  celebrated  the  twentieth  anniversary 
of  the  First  Man  on  the  Moon.  Americans  responded  to  this  issue  just  as  favorably,  and  this  issue  also  ended  up  as  a  very 
successful  promotion.  Today,  both  the  1988  Discovery  $5  and  the  1989  Moon  Landing  $5  coin  are  the  two  most  typically 
encountered  Marshall  Islands  coins  on  eBay,  and  generally  command  very  minimal  prices  on  the  secondary  market.  A 
half-ounce  .999  fine  silver  Twenty  Dollar  commemorative  (KM-1 53)  and  a  one  ounce  .999  fine  silver  Fifty  Dollar  commem¬ 
orative  (KM-14)  with  the  same  design  commemorating  the  anniversary  of  the  moon  landing  were  also  issued  the  same 
year.  Today,  the  current  market  prices  of  these  relatively  high  mintage  items  are  closely  related  to  their  bullion  value. 

Space  themed  coins  proved  popular  in  other  issues  as  well.  In  1989,  a  series  of  26  silver  one  ounce  silver  proof  coins  de¬ 
picting  various  milestones  in  space  history  and  denominated  as  $50  coins  were  marketed.  These  attractive  coins  depicted 
notable  events  in  the  exploration  of  space,  including  the  work  of  Robert  Goddard  and  the  Mars  Rover. 

Building  of  the  success  of  the  1988  and  1989  issues,  subsequent  issues  reflected  other  contemporary  events,  such  as 
"Operation  Desert  Storm,"  the  reunification  of  Germany,  the  Centennial  of  Dwight  Eisenhower's  birth,  the  fiftieth  anniversary 
of  World  War  II  and  a  memorial  issue  to  Princess  Diana.  There  are  a  total  of  478  different  coin  types  produced  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Marshall  Islands,  representing  11  denominations.  None  of  the  coin  designs  were  used  on  the  same  de¬ 
nomination  for  more  than  one  year,  and  all  of  the  designs  were  commemorative  in  nature.  The  denominations  of  1, 5,  10, 
20,  and  50  Dollars  were  each  issued  in  two  different  sizes  and  medal  compositions.  There  was  one  type  each  of  the  5 
dollar  denomination  struck  in  gold,  and  one  type  of  the  10  Dollar  denomination  struck  in  silver,  with  the  vast  majority  of 
these  denominations  stuck  in  either  cupronickel  (5  Dollar)  or  brass  (10  Dollar).  All  other  denominations  were  stuck  in  either 
silver  or  gold. 

All  Marshall  Islands  coins  are  non-circulating  issues,  and  since  they  were  all  produced  in  the  United  States,  it  is  safe  to 
say  the  vast  majority  have  never  been  in  the  Marshall  Islands.  A  complete  Marshall  Islands  gold  type  set  consists  of  7 
coins,  with  denominations  of  1,  2  Vfe,  5,  20,  50,  100,  and  200  Dollars.  The  two  smallest  denomination  coins  produced;  the 
Half  Dollar  and  One  Dollar  coins,  both  one  year  issues,  consist  of  1  type  of  each,  and  represent  the  first  year  of  Marshall 
Islands  coinage. 

By  far  the  most  common  denominations  of  Marshall  Island  coins  are  the  5  dollar  cupronickel  38.71  mm,  $10  brass  34.6 
mm  and  $50  one  ounce  silver  38.71  mm.  There  are  83  different  cupronickel  5  Dollar  coins,  171  different  brass  10  Dollar 
coins,  and  206  different  one  ounce  50  Dollar  silver  coins.  Sometimes  individual  coins  were  issued,  although  a  common 
marketing  scheme  was  to  utilize  the  respective  design  on  a  $5  cupro-nickel  crown,  a  smaller  diameter  brass  $10  coin, 
and  a  $50  silver  one  ounce  coin  with  the  coins  marketed  as  part  of  a  three  piece  set. 

A  collector  specializing  in  topical  issues  will  find  coins  depicting,  Elvis  Presley,  JFK,  Marilyn  Monroe,  Columbus,  James 
Dean,  Korean  War,  Vietnam  War,  and  the  history  of  automobiles.  Other  emissions  celebrate  Christmas,  whales  and  dol¬ 
phins,  and  even  a  set  of  coins  depicting  each  of  the  twelve  apostles. 
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One  of  the  more  unusual  coin  sets  issued  was  in  1988,  featuring  the  great  American  Olympic  diver  Greg  Louganis.  In 
1988  Greg  Louganis  was  a  four  time  Olympic  Champion  and  was  considered  the  greatest  diver  in  history.  Louganis  is  the 
only  male  to  sweep  both  the  3m  and  10m  diving  events  in  consecutive  Olympic  Games  (1984  and  1988).  Louganis  earned 
a  total  of  five  Olympic  medals,  five  World  Championship  titles  and  47  national  titles  (more  than  anyone  in  U.S.  history). 

Today,  Louganis  is  probably  best  remembered  for  the  shocking  Olympic  moment  when  he  struck  his  head  on  a  springboard 
at  the  1988  games.  Louganis  revealed  his  remarkable  courage  and  tenacity  when  he  returned  to  the  board  shortly  after 
and  performed  the  best  dive  of  the  competition.  The  following  day,  he  won  the  gold  medal  and  secured  his  legacy. 

The  Greg  Louganis  coin  series  included  a  .999  silver  proof  coin  with  a  $10  denomination,  featuring  Louganis  on  the  diving 
board,  with  the  inscription  "Greg  Louganis  The  Perfect  10"  encircling  the  design  of  this  half  dollar  sized  coin  weighing 
.3533  ounces  of  silver  and  designated  as  KM-147.  In  addition,  three  different  $25  .925  silver  coins,  each  featuring  Louga¬ 
nis  performing  a  different  dive;  "Back  Dive,"  "Twister,"  and  "Jackknife,"  offered  for  sale  in  both  uncirculated  and  proof 
quality,  and  produced  in  .925  fine  silver  and  weighing  1 .01 00  ASW.  These  three  coins,  each  contain  the  inscription:  "Greg 
Louganis  World's  Greatest  Diver,"  and  are  designated  as  KM-20,  21  and  22  in  Krause. 

A  large  65mm,  proof  .999  silver  coin  weighing  5.0055  ounce  of  silver  and  designated  by  Krause  as  KM-16  was  also  sold. 
It  bears  the  face  value  of  $75  and  features  a  profile  of  Louganis,  along  with  vignettes  of  himself  in  various  dive  formations. 
According  to  the  2014  edition  of  the  Krause  Catalog  of  World  Coins,  only  20  of  this  particular  coin  were  minted,  yet  also 
lists  an  estimated  mintage  of  175,000,  which  seems  quite  impassible  relative  to  its  market  appearance.  This  coin  is  the 
largest  diameter  Marshall  Islands  coin,  and  is  the  only  Marshall  Islands  coin  of  this  denomination. 

Rounding  out  this  emission  of  Louganis  themed  coins,  a  gold  .583  fine  gold  coin  in  the  denomination  of  100  Dollars  was 
issued  in  both  uncirculated  and  proof.  It  features  Louganis  diving  from  a  platform,  and  is  designated  by  Krause  as  KM-17, 
and  is  the  only  Marshall  Islands  coin  of  this  denomination. 

Interestingly,  and  perhaps  indicative  of  how  famous  he  was  at  the  time,  when  I  contacted  Greg  Louganis  for  this  article, 
he  confessed  that  he  had  totally  forgotten  about  the  coin  promotion,  and  discussed  some  of  the  personal  challenges  he 
was  going  through  at  the  time,  which  he  wrote  about  in  his  book;  Breaking  the  Surface,  which  was  on  the  New  York  Times 
bestseller  list  for  five  weeks  in  1 996.  Contemporary  stories  in  the  Associated  Press  regarding  the  coinage  quote  the  very  humble 
gold  medal  winner  as  saying  “I’m  flattered  because  the  coins  are  beautiful  and  because  they’re  honoring  me  on  a  coin.” 

While  most  of  the  issues  produced  for  the  Marshall  Islands  reflect  themes  and  subjects  typically  marketed  to  the  United 
States  or  broader  world  coin  market,  there  was  one  exception.  In  1997  two  coins,  one  a  brass  $10  coin  (KM-400)  and  the 
other,  a  20  Dollar  silver  coin,  (KM-401)  30mm  .999  silver  proof  weighing  .3330  actual  silver  weight  were  struck  and  sold. 
These  two  coins  depict  the  Chinese  leader,  Deng  Xiaoping  who  died  on  February  19th  of  that  year.  Deng  was  a  politician 
and  reformist  leader  of  the  People's  Republic  of  China,  who,  after  Mao  Tse-tung's  death,  led  his  nation  towards  a  market 
economy.  The  two  coins  bearing  his  image  from  the  Marshall  Islands  show  a  portrait  of  Deng,  along  with  his  name  and 
years  of  birth  (1904)  and  death.  Krause  doesn't  list  any  mintages  for  either  coin,  and  based  upon  its  relative  absence  from 
the  Internet  auction  site  eBay,  one  can  deduce  that  it  was  likely  not  produced  in  large  quantities. 

Production  and  Marketing  of  the  Marshall  Islands  Coinage;  1986-1998 

There  is  no  government  or  private  mint  located  in  the  Marshall  Islands.  To  produce  and  sell  the  coins,  the  government  of 
the  Marshall  Islands  contracted  with  Unicover  Corporation  of  Cheyanne,  Wyoming.  Unicover  Corporation  was  a  direct 
mail  marketer  of  numismatic  and  philatelic  items.  The  United  States  company,  which  was  founded  in  1968,  is  still  in  busi¬ 
ness.  It  no  longer  markets  numismatic  items,  focusing  entirely  on  philatelic  issues,  including  those  of  the  Marshall  Islands. 
All  of  the  Marshall  Islands  coin  issues  were  produced  by  private  mints  in  the  United  States  under  contract  with  Unicover 
Corporation.  Mintmarks  include  "M"  for  Medallic  Art  Co,  "R"  for  Roger  Williams  Mint  Company  and  "S"  for  the  Sunshine 
Mint.  In  late  1 990,  due  to  financial  problems,  Medallic  Art  Co.  was  taken  over  by  Tri-State  Mint  Inc.,  and  Unicover  Corpo¬ 
ration  continued  its  contract  with  the  successor  corporation  for  a  brief  while.  Some  of  the  coins  were  designed  and  sculpted 
by  designers  well  known  to  collectors  of  United  States  coins,  thus  coins  by  Marshall  Jovine  can  be  found  among  the  myriad 
of  issues  briefly  but  prodigiously  produced  under  the  auspices  of  the  Marshall  Islands.

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Interestingly,  when  the  Rogers  Williams  Mint  went  out  of  business  a  number  of  years  ago,  and  it  was  acquired  by  the  Os¬ 
bourne  Mint  in  Ohio.  Around  the  time  of  its  demise,  a  large  number  of  uncancelled  dies  and  die  hubs  from  many  of  the 
Marshall  Islands  commemoratives  came  on  the  market,  many  of  which  were  offered  along  with  other  dies  and  hubs  of  pri¬ 
vate  medals  and  tokens  on  the  popular  on-line  auction  site  eBay. 

They’re  back;  Issues  of  2014 

In  late  2014,  several  new  issues  of  the  Marshall  Islands  started  to  appear  on  eBay.  These  coins  have  the  diameter  of 
40mm,  and  are  composed  of  silver-plated  cupro-nickel  and  weigh  approximately  one  ounce.  The  seven  coins  issued  have 
the  face  value  of  one  dollar  (1$)  and  all  sport  the  familiar  Marshall  Islands  national  seal  on  the  reverse,  and  have  a  reeded 
edge.  The  coins  are  advertised  as  proof  manufacture  and  were  issued  in  a  commemorative  envelope  and  encapsulated 
in  a  capsule. 

As  of  the  time  of  this  writing,  there  are  two  multi-coin  sets;  one  consisting  of  three  coins  with  colorized  images  of  Pandas 
-  two  commemorating  the  Giant  Panda,  and  one  commemorating  the  Red  Panda.  The  inscriptions,  GIANT  PANDA  and 
RED  PANDA  appear  on  the  upper  periphery  of  the  coins. 

The  other  multi-coin  set  consists  of  four  coins.  This  set  depicts  the  early  history  of  the  USSR  space  program,  with  the  first 
man  in  space,  Yuri  Gagarin.  (March  9,  1934  -  27  March  27,  1968)  was  a  Russian-Soviet  pilot  and  cosmonaut.  He  was 
the  first  human  to  journey  into  outer  space,  when  his  Vostok  spacecraft  completed  an  orbit  of  the  Earth  on  April  12,  1961. 

Gagarin  became  an  international  celebrity,  and  was  awarded  many  medals  and  titles,  including  Hero  of  the  Soviet  Union, 
the  nation's  highest  honor.  Vostok  I  marked  his  only  spaceflight,  but  he  served  as  backup  crew  to  the  Soyuz  I  mission 
(which  ended  in  a  fatal  crash).  Gagarin  later  became  deputy  training  director  of  the  Cosmonaut  Training 
Center  outside  Moscow,  which  was  later  named  after  him.  Gagarin  died  in  1968  when  the  MiG-15  training  jet  he  was 
piloting  crashed.  The  Marshall  Islands  Dollar  depicting  Gagarin  shows  a  three-quarters  portrait  of  the  cosmonaut  along 
with  a  section  of  Vostok  spacecraft  from  his  famous  flight. 

Another  of  the  four  coin  set  features  the  first  woman  in  space,  Valentina  Tereskhova  (born  6  March  1937)  is  a  retired  Soviet 
cosmonaut  and  engineer,  and  the  first  woman  to  have  flown  in  space,  having  been  selected  from  more  than  four  hundred 
applicants  and  five  finalists  to  pilot  Vostok  6  on  June  16,1963.  In  order  to  join  the  Cosmonaut  Corps,  Tereshkova  was  only 
honorarily  inducted  into  the  Soviet  Air  Force  and  thus  she  also  became  the  first  civilian  to  fly  in  space. 

Before  her  recruitment  as  a  cosmonaut,  Tereshkova  was  a  textile  factory  assembly  worker  and  an  amateur  skydiver.  After 
the  dissolution  of  the  first  group  of  female  cosmonauts  in  1969,  she  became  a  prominent  member  of  the  Communist  Party 
of  the  Soviet  Union,  holding  various  political  offices.  She  remained  politically  active  following  the  collapse  of  the  USSR  and 
is  still  referred  as  a  heroine  in  post-Soviet  Russia,  indeed,  at  the  opening  ceremony  of  the  2014  Winter  Olympics  in  Soshi, 
Russia,  she  was  a  flag-carrier  of  the  Olympic  flag. 

The  Marshall  Islands  coin  on  which  she  is  featured  depicts  Tereshkova  in  a  three-quarter  profile  alonq  with  a  depiction  of 
Vostok  6. 

One  issue  depicts  Laika;  (  est.1954-November  3,  1957)  was  a  Soviet  space  dog  who  became  one  of  the  first  animals  in 
space,  and  the  first  animal  to  orbit  the  Earth.  Laika,  a  stray  dog  from  the  streets  of  Moscow,  was  selected  to  be  the  occupant 
of  the  Soviet  spacecraft  Sputnik  2  that  was  launched  into  outer  space  on  November  3,  1957. 

Little  was  known  about  the  impact  of  spaceflight  on  living  creatures  at  the  time  of  Laika’s  mission,  and  the  technology  to 
de-orbit  had  not  yet  been  developed,  therefore  Laika's  survival  was  not  expected.  Some  scientists  believed  humans  would 
be  unable  to  survive  the  launch  or  the  conditions  of  outer  space,  so  engineers  viewed  flights  by  animals  as  a  necessary 
precursor  to  human  missions.  The  experiment  aimed  to  prove  that  a  living  passenger  could  survive  being  launched  into 
orbit  and  endure  weightlessness  ,  paving  the  way  for  human  spaceflight  and  providing  scientists  with  some  of  the  first 
data  on  how  living  organisms  react  to  spaceflight  environments.

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Laika  died  within  hours  from  overheating,  possibly  caused  by  a  failure  of  the  central  R-7  sustainer  to  separate  from  the 
payload.  The  true  cause  and  time  of  her  death  were  not  made  public  until  2002;  instead,  it  was  widely  reported  that  she 
died  when  her  oxygen  ran  out  on  day  six  or  as  the  Soviet  government  initially  claimed,  she  was  euthanized  prior  to  oxygen 
depletion. 

The  second  issue  depicts  Belka  and  Strelka.  Belka  (Russian  for  “Squirrel’  or  alternately,  “Whitey”)  and  Strelka  (Russian 
for  “Arrow”)  spent  a  day  in  space  aboard  Korabl-Sputnik  2  (Sputnik  5)  on  August  1 9,  1 960  before  safely  returning  to  Earth. 

They  were  accompanied  by  a  grey  rabbit,  42  mice,  2  rats,  flies  and  several  plants  and  fungi.  All  passengers  survived. 
They  were  the  first  Earth-born  creatures  to  go  into  orbit  and  return  alive. 

Strelka  went  on  to  have  six  puppies  with  a  male  dog  named  Pushok  who  participated  in  many  ground-based  space  exper¬ 
iments,  but  never  made  it  into  space.  One  of  the  pups  was  named  Pushinka  (Russian  for  "Fluffy")  and  was  presented  to 
President  John  F.  Kennedy’s  daughter  Caroline  by  Nikita  Khrushchev  in  1961.  A  Cold  War  canine  romance  bloomed  be¬ 
tween  Pushinka  and  a  Kennedy  dog  named  Charlie  resulting  in  the  birth  of  4  pups  that  JFK  referred  to  jokingly  as  “pupniks” 
Two  of  their  pups,  Butterfly  and  Streaker,  were  given  away  to  children  in  the  Midwest.  The  other  two  puppies,  White 
Tips  and  Blackie,  stayed  at  the  Kennedy  home  on  Squaw  Island  but  were  eventually  given  away  to  family 
friends.  Pushinka's  descendants  are  still  living  today.  A  photo  of  descendants  of  some  of  the  Space  Dogs  is  on  display  at 
the  Zvezda  Museum  outside  Moscow. 

All  four  of  the  2014  Russian  Space  coins  have  colorized  images  of  the  Soviet  flag  in  the  field.  The  seven  coins  in  the  two 
sets  all  share  a  common  reverse  design  consisting  of  the  national  seal  of  the  Marshall  Islands. 

At  the  time  of  this  writing,  preliminary  information  suggests  that  the  2014  coins  were  produced  in  the  Russian  Federation, 
although  they  seem  to  be  marketed  primarily  out  of  Spain. 

These  sets  were  issued  with  announced  mintages  of  1000  total  mintage,  and  appear  to  have  been  minted  and  primarily 
distributed  in  Europe. 

As  has  been  the  tradition  with  past  Marshall  Islands  issues,  these  coins  are  all  non-circulating  “legal  tender.”  It  remains  to  be 
seen  whether  these  coins  will  be  subject  to  the  same  restrictions  on  redemption  that  earlier  issues  had,  but  the  lower  denom¬ 
inations  as  well  as  the  lower  mintages  and  higher  issue  prices,  will  probably  make  the  issue  of  non-redemption  moot. 

Are  These  Issues  Really  Legal  Tender? 

Are  these  issues  really  legal  tender?  Although  they  bear  a  face  value,  which  distinguishes  them  from  medals,  redemption 
of  these  commemorative  issues  is  virtually  impossible.  For  the  issues  dated  1986-1998,  the  government  of  the  Marshall 
Islands  originally  entered  into  a  contract  with  an  American  corporation,  Unicover  Corporation  of  Cheyanne,  Wyoming, 
which  in  turn  contracted  with  private  mints  in  the  United  States  for  the  production  of  the  commemorative  coins  for  subjects 
that  Unicover  decided  would  be  ideal  for  the  commemorative  coin  marketplace.  The  coins  were  given  legal  tender  status 
by  the  Marshall  Islands  government,  but  the  coins  won't  be  recognized  for  payment  of  any  debts  in  the  Marshall  Islands. 
The  Marshall  Islands  government  made  a  mistake  in  allowing  the  face  value  of  the  coins  to  be  significant,  with  relatively 
high  mintages,  while  the  coins  were  of  either  base  metal,  or  contained  precious  metal  the  value  of  which  was  only  a  fraction 
of  face  value. 

Thus,  the  Marshall  Islands  government  failed  to  consider  that  someone  might  try  to  redeem  the  coins  at  some  later  date, 
which  eventually  happened.  Some  enterprising  German  coin  dealers  bought  up  many  of  the  Marshall  Islands  coins  at 
deeply  discounted  prices  then  traveled  to  the  Marshall  Islands  to  redeem  them. 

When  the  government  refused  to  redeem  them,  the  case  ended  up  in  court.  The  Marshall  Islands  government  eventually 
passed  laws  prohibiting  large  quantities  of  these  coins  from  being  imported,  while  allowing  a  single  coin  to  be  redeemed 
daily,  less  a  handling  fee.  Thus,  the  Marshall  Islands  may  be  the  only  country  in  the  world  which  prohibited  the  importation 

of  its  own  coinage! 
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Eventually,  the  Marshall  Islands  adopted  a  policy  for  redemption  of  the  coins.  According  to  the  Marshall  Islands  Journal 
dated  June  13,  1997,  to  redeem  Marshall  Islands  coinage  an  individual  must: 

-  appear  in  person  at  the  Treasury 

-  redeem  no  more  than  ten  coins  per  day 

-  present  an  original  invoice  showing  the  purchase  price  of  the  coins 

-  pay  a  ten  percent  fee. 

Apparently,  the  lawsuits  over  redemption  and  the  corresponding  bad  taste  and  bad  publicity  regarding  the  coins  of  the 
Marshall  Islands  was  enough  to  kill  any  future  coin  program  after  1998,  until  the  lower  denomination  and  very  low  mintage 
issues  of  2014  made  their  appearance  on  the  numismatic  stage. 

Conclusion 

With  the  2014  resurrection  of  Marshail  Islands  non-circulating  coinage,  and  despite  the  maddening  array  of  issues  previ¬ 
ously  issued  -  a  complete  type  set  of  the  issues  of  1986-1998  consists  of  478  issues.  There  are  a  number  of  interesting, 
well-designed  and  modestly  priced  coins  that  collectors  may  wish  to  consider.  Certainly  the  topical  collector  can  have  a 
field  day  on  issues  designed  to  appeal  to  the  general  American  public.  You  want  a  coin  with  Elvis?  The  Marshall  Islands 
issued  ten  different  coins  over  the  period  of  three  different  years  depicting  the  King.  Are  you  an  American  Car  aficionado? 
There  are  a  number  of  American  cars  that  were  topics  for  the  Marshall  Islands.  In  addition,  Space  program  themed,  religious 
themed,  Christmas  themed,  train  themed,  animals,  along  with  other  American  personalities  such  as  JFK,  Marilyn  Monroe, 
Babe  Ruth  and  James  Dean  make  up  a  staple  of  Marshall  Islands  issues.  The  Marshall  Islands  has  a  wide  variety  of  topics 
on  coins,  mostly  designed  with  the  American  general  public  in  mind  and  with  a  scarce  few  exceptions,  not  really  directly 
related  to  anything  in  the  Marshall  Islands.  Today,  there  is  a  thin  collector  market  for  most  if  not  all  of  this  material.  Thus, 
most  of  the  issues  are  moderately  priced,  and  although  there  are  some  very  common  issues  (such  as  the  1 988  Discovery 
and  1989  Moon  Landing  Anniversary)  there  are  a  number  of  hard  to  find  issues  that  can  make  a  complete  collection  of 
Marshall  Islands  coins  quite  challenging  to  acquire.

Many  of  you  know  that  I've  been  a  full-time  professional  coin  grader  since  1989.  Beginning  in  late 
2008,  I  have  held  the  position  of  senior  grader  at  ICG  grading  service  in  Tampa,  Florida.  During  those 
27  years  as  a  professional  I  have  witnessed  some  truly  surprising  and  amazing  things  inside 
the  grading  room  at  a  major  grading  service.  What  follows  is  my  description  of  some  of  those  events 
and  coins. 

Not  too  long  ago  a  collector  called  our  headquarters  and  asked  if  he  could  bring  his  recently  acquired 
COMPLETE  BU  COLLECTION  OF  SEATED  DOLLARS  to  our  offices  for  possible  slabbing.  One  of 
our  secretaries  made  him  an  appointment  and,  on  the  next  day,  he  was  sitting  across  from  me  in  our 
reception  room.  "I've  even  got  an  example  of  the  unknown  1873-S,"  said  this  very  happy  novice  col¬ 
lector.  He  wouldn't  remain  happy  much  longer!  I  carefully  explained  to  him  that  his  complete  collection 
was  made  up  of  low  quality,  underweight,  Chinese-style,  counterfeit  Seated  Dollars.  After  first  ex¬ 
pressing  skepticism  regarding  my  opinion,  he  finally  admitted  he  had  purchased  these  "BU  Seated 
Dollars"  for  their  silver  weight  (about  $20  each  at  the  time).  The  purchase  had  taken  place  in  a  poor 
section  of  St.  Petersburg,  according  to  the  buyer.  LESSON  TO  BE  LEARNED:  If  a  deal  seems  too 
good  to  be  true,  it  probably  IS  too  good  to  be  true! 

Recently,  at  a  major  coin  convention,  a  silver  dollar  collector  purchased  an  early  Draped  Bust  dollar 
and  brought  it  up  to  the  ICG  table  at  the  show  for  a  free  verbal  opinion.  (This  is  a  service  ICG  provides 
at  over  30  coin  shows  per  year.)  Neither  the  collector  nor  I  could  match  this  dollar  perfectly  with  a 
known  variety  for  the  date.  "Maybe  it's  a  clever  counterfeit,"  said  the  collector.  I  responded,  "It  ab¬ 
solutely  appears  to  be  genuine.  Maybe  it's  an  unknown  variety."  The  customer  submitted  the  coin  to 
ICG  for  both  grading  and  variety  attribution.  Eventually,  with  the  help  of  ICG  attibution  expert  Skip 
Fazzari  and  early  dollar  expert  Mark  Borckardt,  this  coin  was  confirmed  as  the  discovery  piece  of  a 
new  variety!  LESSON  TO  BE  LEARNED:  Keep  digging.  There  are  STILL  an  unknown  number  of 
new  varieties  waiting  to  be  discovered  by  eager  collectors! 

Finally,  an  old-time  collector,  now  retired  in  Florida,  submitted  a  few  dozen  Morgan  Dollars  through 
the  mail  to  be  encapsulated.  He  included  a  note  saying  "I  bought  these  as  Deep  Mirror  Prooflikes.  I 
hope  they  really  are  Deep  Mirrors."  Unfortunately,  the  news  was  not  good  for  this  old-timer.  The 
dollars  he  believed  to  be  deeply  mirrored  had,  in  reality,  been  altered  to  a  high  sheen  by  a  process 
known  as  "WHIZZING."  This  process  usually  involves  a  wire  brushing  device  attached  to  a  drill.  The 
power  brushing  actually  "brightens"  the  coin  with  a  grossly  artificial  appearance  that  some  mistake  as 
Prooflike  or  Deep  Mirror  Prooflike. 

I  first  encountered  whizzing  at  a  coin  show  in  the  late  1950's.  But  I  can  tell  you  the  process  has  been 
around  for  a  lot  longer  than  that!  LESSON  TO  BE  LEARNED:  Those  NOT  familiar  with  what  true 
Deep  Mirror  Prooflike  dollars  look  like  should  consider  buying  some  examples  already  slabbed  as 
DMPL  by  one  or  more  of  the  four  major  grading  services.  The  money  you  will  save  could  be  substan¬ 
tial!  Purchasing  a  copy  of  Wayne  Miller's  MORGAN  AND  PEACE  DOLLAR  TEXTBOOK  would  also 
be  a  smart  move  for  the  novice  collector.

Numismatic  Ambassador  Award 

The  Numismatic  Ambassador  Award  started  in  1 974  by  Cliff  Mishler  at  Krause  Publications.  This  is  an 
award  at  the  grass  roots  level  where  numismatists  might  not  otherwise  be  recognized  by  the  numis¬ 
matic  community.  Since  its  beginnings,  over  370  numismatists  have  received  this  prestigious  award. 
Every  year,  nominations  are  accepted  and  voted  on  by  the  ambassadors.  Usually  five  nominees  re¬ 
ceive  the  award  at  the  ANA  National  Convention  Numismatic  Ambassador  Breakfast.  Dave  Harper, 
the  editor  of  Numismatic  News  has  been  the  master  of  ceremonies. 

At  the  2014  ceremonies,  it  was  announced  that  this  would  be  the  last  ambassador  awards. 

After  speaking  with  many  ambassadors  and  numismatic  organizations,  it  was  decided  that  Florida 
United  Numismatists  would  sponsor  the  award  beginning  at  the  January  2016  FUN  Show  in  Tampa 
Florida.  Nothing  has  changed,  both  Dave  Harper  and  Cliff  Mishler  will  be  running  the  ceremonies  at 
the  breakfast.

It  is  with  our  deepest  sorrow  that  we  inform  you  of  the  death  of  Diane  A.  Piret,  Industry  Affairs 
Director  for  the  Industry  Council  for  Tangible  Assets  (ICTA)  on  Wednesday,  April  15,  2015, 
after  a  nearly  five-year  battle  against  colon  cancer. 

Diane  was  not  only  a  colleague  and  leader  in  the  rare-coin  and  precious-metals  industry,  she 
also  formed  decades-long  friendships  with  many.  Her  ability  to  zero  in  on  the  core  of  an  issue 
or  problem  and  her  unerring  ability  to  develop  workable,  fair  solutions  were  among  her 
formidable  talents.  For  many  years,  coin  dealers  knew  they  could  go  to  Diane  with  a  problem 
or  question  and  be  assured  that  she  would  either  find  the  solution  or  answer  or  put  them  in 
touch  with  someone  who  could.  Diane  was  both  respected  and  loved  on  the  bourse  floor.  Since 
1989,  she  truly  was  “the  face  of  ICTA.” 


Born  in  Staten  Island  on  May  29,  1947,  Diane  spent  the  early  part  of  her  life  in  New  York  City 
and  graduated  from  Hunter  College  with  a  business  degree.  She  learned  the  rare-coin  and 
precious-metals  business  working  at  Manfra,  Tordella  &:  Brookes  (formerly  MTB  Bank)  from  the  mid-1970s  through  the  mid- 
1980s.  She  managed  MTB’s  retail  store  at  1  World  Trade  Center  for  several  years,  including  during  the  historic  metals  markets 
of  1979  and  1980.  Once  initiated  into  this  industry,  she  never  looked  back.  Diane  often  proudly  stated  that  she  had  been  a  coin 
dealer  for  50  years.  She  was  passionate  about  her  profession  and  about  ICTA,  an  organization  she  served  for  over  25  years. 


Diane  was  hired  in  the  fall  of  1989  to  be  ICTA’s  Membership  Director,  whose  sole  responsibility  was  recruiting  members.  When 
she  retired  in  2015,  she  was  the  acknowledged  industry  expert  on  cash  reporting,  broker  reporting,  the  USA  PATRIOT  Act,  and 
so  much  more.  She  especially  enjoyed  teaching  cash  reporting,  and  she  created  an  annual  seminar  by  outside  experts  to  keep 
coin  dealers  current  on  these  regulations.  She  was  proud  ol  the  fact  that  she  and  her  ICTA  colleagues  never  backed  down  from 
a  challenge  or  threat  to  the  industry7,  and  enjoyed  telling  the  story  of  initiating  a  meeting  with  U.S.  Treasury7  officials  when  the 
PATRIOT  Act  yvas  still  in  draft  form  after  9/11.  She  met  with  and  formed  relationships  with  officials  there  that  resulted  in 
much  more  reasonable  cash-reporting  laws  for  the  industry. 

In  the  mid-1980s  Diane  and  her  then-husband  were  recruited  by  Jim  Blanchard  to  manage  a  precious-metals  business  in 
southeast  Louisiana,  just  as  Diane  had  found  a  professional  home  in  the  rare-coin  and  precious-metals  industry7,  she  found  a 
personal  home  in  New  Orleans.  She  often  noted  that  she  truly  was  a  Southern  belle  who,  through  a  strange  cosmic  mix-up,  had 
been  born  north  of  the  Mason-Dixon  Line.  Diane  embraced  all  things  New  Orleans:  the  people,  the  food,  the  horticulture,  the 
lifestyle,  and  especially — Mardi  Gras.  For  several  y7ears,  she  rode  horseback  for  her  Ivre\y7e  of  Napoleon  and  hosted  triends  and 
family  for  the  annual  Festiy  ities,  proyriding  many  with  indelible,  magical  memories  of  Mardi  Gras  in  the  Big  Easy. 

A  long-time  member  of  Christ  Church  Cathedral,  Diane  loved  her  church  and  yvas  responsible  for  building  its  annual  rummage 
sale  into  a  major  fundraiser.  It  was  so  successful  that  her  church  was  able  to  provide  donations  to  smaller,  needier  churches  in 
the  New  Orleans  area.  Diane  loved  her  neighbors  in  her  community  of  Belle  Terre  in  Plaquemines  Parish,  and  she  invented  the 
“stay-cation”  in  the  tropical  oasis  she  created  in  her  back  yard  and  gardens. 

Diane  recefved  numerous  awards  throughout  her  career,  including,  most  recently,  the  Professional  Numismatists  Guild’s  2014 
Lifetime  Achievement  Award,  the  American  Numismatic  Association’s  2014  Elvira  Clain-Stefanelli  Memorial  Award  for 
Achievement  in  Numismatics,  and  the  National  Silver  Dollar  Round  Table’s  2014  Lifetime  Achievement  Award. 

Diane’s  immediate  survivors  include  brother  Keith  Gould,  sister-in-layv  Lisa  Mazur,  sister  Ellen  Kennedy,  two  nieces,  and  a  host 
of  friends  and  neighbors.  Diane  also  leaves  her  beloved  Siamese  cats.  Sport  and  Angel,  the  last  in  a  long  line  of  cherished  pets.

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Coin  Show  Tactics  for  Dealers 


Doug  Davis-  Founder/President  NCIC  Bryan  Davis-  Crime  Analyst 

Dealers  who  participate  in  coin  shows  are  potential  targets  of  numis¬ 
matic  predators.  The  following  tactics  and  practices  provide  dealers 
and  their  employees  with  a  basic  safety  plan  that  will  help  reduce  the 
chances  of  becoming  a  numismatic  crime  victim. 


1 .  Take  the  time  to  learn  about  the  show  you  will  be  attending  and  the  area  in  which  it  is  located. 

2.  Contact  the  bourse  chairman  to  answer  any  additional  questions  such  as  location  of  loading  and 
unloading  areas.  (  Possible  construction  areas,  road  closings  close  to  venue  etc.,) 

3.  If  traveling  by  personal  car  plan  most  direct  route  and  determine  any  construction  or  choke  points 
(Contact  State  Police  or  State  Transportation  Department  for  this  type  of  information).  Identify 
any  potential  weather  issues  that  would  cause  travel  problems.  Determine  if  there  are  any  cell 
phone  dead  spots  along  your  route.  Always  be  alert  to  suspicious  vehicles. 

4.  Travel  with  someone  and  let  a  family  member  know  your  route  and  estimated  time  of  arrival. 

5.  Inventory  coins  and  leave  copy  on  home/office  computer.  (Downloading  to  a  flash  drive  provides 
an  additional  layer  of  documentation) 

6.  Upon  arrival  locate  unloading  area  and  make  sure  adequate  security  is  in  place  while  unloading 
(loading).  Before  exiting  your  vehicle  look  around  for  any  suspicious  persons,  vehicles  or  activity. 

7.  Do  not  let  cell  phones  distract  you  (Texting  and  talking)  while  loading  and  unloading. 

8.  Once  you  have  unloaded  do  not  park  in  a  secluded  parking  lot  or  one  that  does  not  have  ade 
quate  lighting  after  dark. 

9.  Always  be  alert  to  the  surroundings  when  going  to  and  from  your  vehicle.  Do  not  use  cell  phone. 

10.  If  you  are  arriving  by  air  and  taking  a  cab,  shuttle  or  limousine  to  the  show  do  not  take  your  eyes 
off  your  bags  until  they  are  secured  within  the  vehicle.  In  situations  where  you  are  using  a  shuttle 
stay  at  the  rear  until  the  last  piece  of  luggage  is  loaded  and  then  board.  (Do  not  let  any  distrac 
tion  cause  you  to  take  your  eyes  off  of  your  bags) 

11.  If  possible  keep  the  most  valuable  bag  in  your  possession. 

12.  Do  not  advertise  you  are  a  coin  dealer  and  going  to  the  coin  show. 

13.  When  you  get  to  the  show  and  exit  the  vehicle  be  alert  to  the  surroundings  while  your  bags  are 
being  unloaded.  (  Do  not  let  any  distraction  cause  you  take  your  eyes  off  of  your  bags) 

14.  Once  inside  the  show  check-in  and  immediately  put  on  your  show  credentials. 

15.  When  you  arrive  at  your  table  secure  inventory  behind  table  before  you  start  arranging  cases, 
lamps  and  chairs.  DO  NOT  LEAVE  ANYTHING  IN  AISLE. 

16.  Identify  who  is  on  each  side  and  behind  you. 

17.  Do  not  let  other  dealers  or  early  birds  look  at  coins  until  set-up  is  complete.  This  will  eliminate 
any  distractions  and  maintains  control  of  inventory. 

18.  Do  not  display  more  material  than  you  can  control. 

19.  Once  set-up  is  complete  take  photos  with  your  phone  to  document  your  presence  at  show.  (In 
surance  and  Law  Enforcement  purposes). 

20.  Take  photos  of  individual  cases.  (Insurance  and  Law  Enforcement  purposes) 

21 .  Use  extra  cases  on  backup  table  to  secure  additional  inventory,  money  bags  and  invoices.

22.  Do  not  keep  cash,  invoices,  checkbooks  or  itemized  inventory  listing  in  same  location. 

23.  Secure  briefcases  to  backup  table  with  cable  locks. 

24.  If  you  occupy  a  corner  table  make  sure  back-up  inventory  cannot  be  reached  by  customers. 

25.  Look  around  and  locate  all  exits  emergency  and  non-emergency.  Familiarize  yourself  with  the 
entire  room. 

26.  Fire  Alarms  -  Know  the  protocol  of  the  facility  if  a  fire  alarm  is  tripped  and  mandatory  evacua 
tion  is  required  (real  or  false). 

27.  Develop  a  mental  plan  of  escape  if  an  emergency  arises  that  requires  immediate  evacuation  of 
the  bourse  floor. 

28.  Keep  a  small  LED  flashlight  within  easy  reach  in  case  of  power  failure  within  the  bourse  floor 
(It  does  happen!!). 

29.  If  lights  go  out  illuminate  flashlight  and  have  customers  push  back  away  from  the  table  and  re 
main  seated.  Close  cases  immediately. 

30.  Cases  should  be  locked  at  all  times  including  those  on  backup  table. 

31 .  Be  familiar  with  security  personnel. 

32.  Know  how  to  contact  security  during  the  show  if  needed. 

33.  Know  how  to  contact  a  show  representative  during  the  show  if  needed. 

34.  Know  how  to  contact  a  show  representative  after  show  closes  in  case  of  an  accident  or  med 
ical  emergency. 

35.  When  dealing  with  customers  show  only  one  coin  at  a  time. 

36.  If  you  are  alone  do  not  show  coins  to  multiple  customers  at  one  time.  Suspects  working  in 
pairs  often  utilize  this  method  to  keep  a  dealer  distracted. 

37.  Coin  thieves  will  migrate  to  dealer  tables  that  are  extremely  busy  and  easily  distracted. 

38.  Coin  thieves  look  for  dealers  who  are  vulnerable. 

39.  In  many  cases  a  person’s  unusual  head  and  eye  movements  raise  suspicious  red  flags. 

40.  Always  watch  a  person’s  hands  carefully. 

41 .  Do  not  let  customers  place  personal  items  on  show  case. 

42.  When  showing  raw  coins  watch  hand  movements  for  palming  of  coins.  In  many  cases  a  person 
looking  through  a  box  will  pull  out  several  coins  hold  in  palm  and  continue  to  look  through  box. 

43.  Closely  watch  persons  who  pull  out  several  coins  lay  them  out  on  case  and  continue  to  look 
through  box.  This  creates  an  additional  distraction  and  allows  for  easy  palming. 

44.  Be  aware  that  suspects  may  work  in  pairs.  (Males  or  Male  and  Female) 

45.  Remember  there  is  no  distinctive  profile  of  what  a  thief  looks  like!! 

46.  When  working  in  pairs  the  M.O  is  for  one  suspect  to  be  looking  at  coins  while  the  other  one 
asks  questions  to  create  a  distraction. 

47.  Do  not  let  customers  pull  out  their  coins  for  comparison  unless  you  are  watching  carefully.  In 
some  cases  this  could  be  used  as  a  means  of  switching  coins/paper  money. 

48.  Do  not  turn  your  back  to  customers. 

49.  Be  suspicious  of  persons  asking  unsolicited  questions  about  your  travel  or  value  of  inventory. 

50.  Never  divulge  to  any  person  you  do  not  know  that  you  are  traveling  alone. 

51 .  Utilize  your  cell  phone  camera/video  to  photograph/video  and  document  suspicious  persons. 

52.  Alert  security  of  suspicious  persons  or  activity  on  the  bourse  floor. 

53.  Distractions  -  Organized  groups  will  often  use  distraction  methods  such  as  a  person  fainting, 
fake  heart  attack  or  dropping  a  small  child  to  open  a  window  of  opportunity  for  an  accomplice 
to  steal  while  at  your  table.

54.  Due  to  the  quality  of  counterfeits  carefully  evaluate  all  purchases  from  the  public.  (  Suspects 
will  try  to  sell  counterfeits  to  dealers  who  are  extremely  busy  and  will  not  take  the  time  to  care 
fully  examine  the  coins) 

55.  If  you  take  a  check  for  purchases  -  photograph  check  and  identification  (require  two  types  of 
ID)  with  your  cell  phone  camera.  Carefully  evaluate  photo  identification  for  quality  and  make 
sure  the  photo  matches  the  person  making  the  transaction  (Although  be  aware  that  good 
counterfeit  ID’s  will  have  matching  photos).  The  address  on  the  check  and  identification  should 
match.  Do  not  take  postdated  checks.  If  you  are  still  suspicious  ask  for  other  pieces  of  identifi 
cation. 

56.  Immediately  place  large  cash  transactions  in  money  bags  and  lock  in  showcase.  Do  not  dis 
play  stacks  of  cash  in  showcases. 

57.  If  you  need  to  leave  your  table,  lock  all  cases  and  alert  dealers  next  to  you  or  in  back  that  you 
will  return  shortly. 

58.  Develop  and  maintain  a  personal  contingency  plan:  a.  if  traveling  alone  keep  a  list  of  any  medi¬ 
cal  conditions,  medications  and  emergency  contact  numbers  inside  your  wallet  or  purse  b.  If 
you  have  a  medical  condition  that  may  be  incapacitating  such  as  diabetes  or  epilepsy  make 
sure  someone  at  the  show  is  aware  of  a  potential  problem  c.  Make  sure  a  family  member  and 
fellow  dealer  in  attendance  at  the  show  know  where  you  are  staying  d.  Travel  with  adequate 
medications  e.  Identify  someone  at  the  show  who  can  secure  and  take  possession  of  your  in 
ventory  in  case  of  accident  or  medical  emergency. 

59.  When  leaving  the  show  at  the  end  of  the  day  do  not  carry  large  sums  of  cash  or  inventory. 

60.  Talk  with  security  or  show  representatives  to  identify  safe  and  unsafe  venues  within  the  area. 

61 .  Take  off  all  show  credentials  before  leaving  the  building. 

62.  Do  not  talk  about  your  business  dealings  in  a  public  forum  (restaurants,  bars  etc.,). Remember 
there  is  no  specific  profile  of  what  a  coin  thief  looks  like. 

63.  When  carrying  coins  in  a  briefcase  be  alert  in  areas  of  congestion  that  may  create  an  opportu 
nity  for  theft.  Examples:  Food  lines,  ticket  lines,  crowded  subways,  shuttles,  elevators  etc., 

64.  At  the  end  of  the  show  limit  distractions  while  packing  up.  Make  sure  there  is  adequate  security 
outside  when  loading.  If  making  several  trips  to  vehicle,  have  someone  watch  your  table  and 
leave  most  valuable  load  for  last. 

65.  Before  driving  off  check  your  vehicle  for  any  possible  tampering  (low  tires,  leaking  fluids  etc.,) 

66.  Be  cognizant  of  any  suspicious  persons  or  vehicles. 

67.  Do  not  be  complacent  always  be  alert  to  your  surroundings  -  “Do  Not  Be  a  Victim . “
